A. PLEA FOE "WOMEN. 


Under the new civil service rules wom- 


en will likely receive fair play, because 
as wo understandit.thero is no unjust dis- 
crimination on account of sex. It has 
been the custom for all time—since tho 
government was founded—to pay women 
employed in the civil service, a smaller 
salary than men. The first-class men 
clerks, for instance, in the treasury de- 
partment, which is tho lowest class, re- 
ceive 81,200 a.year, but the women who 
do exactly the same work in the same 
room, and there is seven chances out of 
ten that they are more industrious, and 
competent thau tho men clerks, receive 
only $900 a year. And if tho man should 
bo promoted to the second class he could 
get Sl.'lOO, and should tho woman follow 
him m tho lino- of promotion for eiiic- 
ieucy, she would get 81,200 only. 


It is very strange that the rules of tho 


government should mako this difference 
in tho salaries of men and women, espec- 
ially when the women are found just as 
competent, usually more honest..aud fre- 
quently more reliable, thau men clerks. 
But the idea prevails among the govern- 
ment officials as it does among school of- 
ficers, that it would not do, for some mys- 
terious reason, to pay a woman as large a 
salary 
as 
they 
pay 
men, 


evca 
though 
they 
do 
their 


work as thoroughly good as men cau pos- 
sibly do theirs; and this rule has been 
followed with more or less sternness by 
everybody who is compelled to employ 
clerical help. A woman who can teach 
school just as well as a man, aud cau ex- 
orcise more patience than a man, and 
thus succeed better, will receive pos- 
sibly §10 a month, while the man. who 
docs tho same grade of work, but does 
not do it as well as tho woman, will re- 
ceive §00 a month! This unfair discrimi- 
nation against women is found almost on 
every hand. Because it is one person's 
lot to have been born a woman, then it is 
assumed that she is unable to fill any but 
tho lowest places, and oven it she is as 
fully competent as a man to perform a 
given service, sho pays a tax of ten or 
twenty dollars a month because ehe is 
not a man.

The ward first visited is that 
of the men. Here there are exemplified 
various' stage's/of the disease. To an in- 
experienced eye some'of these men look 
well and strongj-';but alas! they will tell 
you that the deadly symptoms arc there, 
either in'discoloration of tho skin, swell- 
ings, contracted "joints, or some oilier 
fatal sign.' One of the surest indications 
seems to be the contraction of the mus- 
cles between.the thumb and index lin- 
Eterjthis'is said-to-be a peculiarity of 
the disease. The ..flesh becomes desti- 
tute of feeling, is"insensible to burns or 
cuts; in these cases, there is gji-eat inter- 
nal suffering-.';; There is now in the hos- 
pital a-ma'n whose aim in life seems to 
have been "higher than that of his com- 
panions in" misfortune, .and whoso hab- 
its are sucli'that the "offensive nature of 
the disease causes -him intense menial 
agony. He is in appearance strong and 
active,'and his manner most prepossess- 
ing. He takes pleasure m gardening 
and reading,' and plays the violin fairly 
well. In his case-the fatal malady has 
broken put after lying dormant for three 
generations. The most pitiful object in 
the house is a young man who presents 
an aspect scarcely human; he is swathed 
pn flannel and seated in a chair near 
the stove; his face and hands are cover- 
ed with white scales; his f:ice, from 
which the nose has disapperrecl, is most 
•fearfully distorted, and every now and 
•'then he gives a'sort of whistling cough 
that seems to come from lungs in the 
'last stage of decay. The Sisters say 
'that his whole body is a mass of these 
dry white scales, that keep constantly 
falling off; in the morning his bed is 
covered with them. His voice, like his 
cough, though faint, is most thrilling, 
and haunts one for many days. 


Some little boys, tco young to realize 


tho blight that has fallen ou their lives, 
are gay and happy, having a very keen 
appreciation of the culinary comforts of 
the hospital. Among the occupants of 
tho men's ward there is a look of list- 
less sadness that one is glad to find ab- 
.sent from the faces of the women, who, 
with that facility for accommodating 


i themselves to circumstances peculiar to 
the sex, have managed to give their 
'apartments somewhat of a homelike 
aspect. 
Here they sew, knit, weave 


:and spin, and, when their strength per- 
'mits, assist in the washing and nursing, 
for which work they are always paid. 
: Among all the patients, male and fe- 
'male, there reigns a wonderful spirit of 
.resignation; their devoted nurses have 
'inst5led a spirit of meekness and forti- 
,tude very foreign to their natures. They 
'bow to God's will and carry their cross, 
if not cheerfully, at least bravely. The 
.'fixed idea of each that his or her disease 
!is not leprosy and is not incurable is a 
'merciful hallucination; for, with their 
icoinrades dying before them in all the 
'agonies of strangulation or suffocation, 
'•tfie prospect of the same ending to their 
own sufferings would be almost too 
much for human endurance calmly to 
contemplate. 
It is not etiquette when 


in the wards to.'spoak of leprosy—the 
(word is considered'-jnsulting; it is "la 
maladio." 
The revulsion 
of- feeling 


>since the favorable change in the ruan- 
;:igement of the hospital and of tho pa- 
•tients would be. fraught with one dan- 
'gerous result unless checked by prudent 
surveillance. The friends and relation* 
who from time to time come to visit 
their sick are not sufficiently afraid of 
the possibility of contagion, and wouid 
not .sufficiently guard against it if they 
were not checked by the rules of the 
institution. An eminent Ottawa physi-. 
cian has given as his opinion that the 
disease may be inoculated, may be 
imparted through the close intercourse 
of domestic life; that some firesides 
'•where it has long been harbored would 
be dangerous resting places, and that 
members of families predisposed to the 
disease are those who are in the greatest 
ilano-er 
of contracting 
it.—Catholic

peneration is soon to tate possession of. 
From the moment tho boy begins to 
prepare for college lie faces the past; 
educationally he lives in the past; and 
the .more conscientiously he does the 
work laid out for him the vaster will be 
the final gap between college life and 
real life. 
The intellectual habits ac- 


quired in school and college may possi- 
bly enable-him ultimately to grapple 
with greater power and skill with the 
later problems of real life, greater, that 
is, than.he would have shown had he 
been loft entirely unschooled; yet in the 
administration of affairs he is likely to 
'be distanced for the best part of his life 
by the unschooled, practical man who 
knows from early and real experience 
precisely what to do in any emergency. 
The young man fresh from school is 
apt to know with thoroughness much 
that the busy world has no use 'for. He 
lias general notions of many arts and 
sciences, but his positive knowledge of 
the realities upon which such arts and 
sciences are based is usually next to 
nothing; still less does he know of the 
practical methods of men who apply 
them to human uses. 
His educational, 


years have been spent mainly in a world 
apart from and largely out of relation 
with the modern working world he is to 
enter upon when his schooling ends. 
His education, admirable as it may ap- 
pear from a theoretical point of view,. 
serves rather to unfit than to fit him for, 
practical life; and his real education- 
has to begin afresh in the rude and 
costly school of experience. 


This of course, on the assumption 


that the youth's education has been 
wholly by school work. 
Fortunately 


there are few boys who do not rebel 
more :or less against the routine of 
schooling, and so gain under protest,1 
often by stealth, a partial preparation 
for real life.' If the schools'did not usu- 
ally set tho credit for good results ob- 
tained in this way by the independent 
and unencouraged efforts of their pu- 
pils, it is probable that it would be much' 
easier than it is to do away with the 
traditional obstructions to real educa- 
tion which linger in most schools ' and 
courses of study. 


One of the great problems of to-day 


is to infuse a larger share of modern 
spirit into school life and school work; 
to lessen largely, the amount of book- 
learning and increase the proportion of 
individual effort in dealing directly with 
realities; in short, to make the student 
more of a doer and less of a passive re- 
cipient of vague generalities. 


The progress of the schools in this 


direction during recent years has not 
been small; yet it has been slight and 
limited compared with the rapid- and 
general advance in public needs and in- 
dividual requirements. 
In every de- 


partment of active life the call is for 
men untrammeled by tradition, men 
trained to challenge every alleged fact 
and natural law until its truth is proved; 
bold men, used to the solution of real 
problems and undaunted by novel diffi- 
culties; .-alert men, ready to grasp every 
opportunity for improvement in ma- 
terials and processes, and skilled in the 
use of everything that ministers to eco- 
nomical success. The schools should 
help to develop such men. Now they 
oftener 
hinder such development-—

A Father's Grief. 


Schooled But Not Educated. 


Tho great lack of our country to-day, 


said a shrewd observer recently, is 
properly educated men. The speaker 
was a rarely capable man, whose con- 
•neclion with large financial and com- 
mercial affairs brings him into daily in- 
tercourse with many of the loading busi- 
ness men of the country. 


Our material progress has been so 


rapid, he went on to say, the men. have 
'failed to keep up; consequently the 
country is full of possibilities which can 
'not be developed, and of enterprises 
•which are suffering grievously for lack 
of competent men to manage them. 
And the difficulty in finding the right 
men 'for the waiting work is not felt 
simply in connection with operations of 
~reat magnitude. 
It is felt wherever 


there is ne'ed of fnll: specific and exact 
knowledge, coupled with self-reliance, 
practical -judgment. and skill to deal 
promptly and wisely with novel prob- 
lems. 
The men who are now doing the larger 


work of the world as best they may, 
have for .-the mostpart 'grown tip with 
their affairs, under conditions compara- 
tively favorable for gaining and retain- 
ing the mastery of- them. But these men 
are waxing'old, are rapidly dying off, 
and their- mantles:- fall upon younger 
men, whose entry upon the stage of ac- 
tion was too late for them to benefit by 
the.earlier formative experience enjoyed 
by their fathers. 


The world'sjbusiness calls for a wider 


and wider range of real' knowledge, a 
broader grasp of principles, and a larger 
executive ability than were necessary a 
few years ago. 
At the same time the 


specializing tendency of the age—the 
development of specialties within spe- 
cialties, au inevitable consequence of the 
increasing magnitude of commercial and 
industrialaft'au-s—leads to narrower expe- 
rience, narrower training and,too often, 
to a serious limitation of men's grasp of 
affairs in general, their relations and in- 
teractions. 
The demands of 
future 


years are likely to be for men of larger 
and still-larger capacity.; yet the condi- 
tions for themde.velopment are becom- 
in<- less and less favorable in active 
business life as tho years roll by, and the 
subdivisions of service become more 
minute. 
The day has passed, or soon will pass, 


when a man could begin as a common 
laborer and rise in succession, through 
all the stages of service, practically mas- 
tering each department up to the direc- 
tion of, say, 'a great transportion sys- 
tem or other enterprise of national mag- 
nitude. The steps are too many and 
the ascent too great. 
To a larger ex- 


tent also, the real workers must remain 
subordinate while the heirs of capital 
command the higher stations. How are 
they being educated for their great re- 
spo'nsibility ? 


The speaker above referred to dwelt 


with much-feeling upon the inadequacy 
of ;the traditional systems of education 
to meet this new requirement. 
With a 


few exceptions our great educational in- 
stitutions, and'.still.more the smaller 
ones, are in grasp and spirit far behind 


Commence.

A week ago Saturday a yonng man 


named E. A. Cook coolly walked away 
in broad daylight with a glass show-case. 
which stood in front o£ the Chicago 
Model Works, No. 107 Madison street. 
The case contained, among other things, 
a small model engine worth about one 
hundred dollars. Cook took the plunder 
home and discovered that the engine 
was out of order, so he stole another en- 
inne a day or two later—glass case and 
all—from in front of William Krause'3 
place, Xol 126 Clark street. 
Friday he 


had the "nerve" to take the_ first engine 
to Krause's place for repairs. Krause 
»t once recognized the engine as having 
come from the ChicagoiModel Works, 
and after Cook had gone away Krause 
called at the works and learned what 
he had already suspected—that the en- 
gine had been stolen. Cook had prom- 
ised to call for the repaired engine yes- 
terday noon, and was there promptly on 
time. Detectives Kyan and JDooley were 
also there awaiting his arrival. When 
arrested he adrmited everything and 
took the officers to his house, where he 
had the rest of the stolen property con- 
cealed. 
Cook, who is only eighteen 


years old, says he never stole anything 
before in his life, and that ho stole the 
engines simply because he wanted to see 
bow they worked. He was locked up 
at the armory. 
Last night about nine o'clock an ele- 


gant carriage drove up to the enhance 
of the Harrison Street Station, and the 
father and mother of the wayward boy 
entered the station and asked to see 
their son. While the mother was affected 
to tears, the- father seemed the most 
broken-lip over the affair. He staggered 
like a drunken, man, and while talking 
with Sergeant Backus suddenly sank to 
the floor in a swoon. Several officers 
worked over him for some time, event- 
ually bringing him back to conscious- 
ness, and he asked to see his son. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Cook were led down stairs 
to the cell where ' the young man was 
confined, where the meeting was so 
touching as to move the hearts of all 
who witnessed it. On the way back to 
the main floor Mr. Cook fainted again, 
and was with greater difficulty than be- 
fore restored to his senses. A visit was 
made to the house of Justice Wallace, 
where a sufficient bond was signed by 
the father, and upon returning to the 
station their son was allowed to depart 
with them. Mr. Cook said that in his 
family'history, extending back over a 
period of more than two hundred years, 
there had never been anything like the 
occurrence that demanded his presence 
ai the armory. He could not understand 
ho\v such a thing could have happened. 
His soon had ail the money he might 
ask for, and there was ho reason why 
he should steal anything. Promising to 
have his son in court this morning, Mr. 
Cook and his sorrowing wife and shame- 
faced son entered their carriage and 
drove away.— Chicago Tribune.
